WASHINGTON, State Depart¬ 
ment reports on behind-the- 
scenes developments in Kurope in¬ 
dicate that Great Britain may at 
last do the impossible and desert 
her age-old policy of preserving 
the balance of power in Europe. 

It looks as though she might 
throw in her lot with France. 

This may sound like a trite and 
technical development, but if it 
happens, it will be comparable to 
the United States entering the 
League of Nations. 

For months, despite Nazi disre¬ 
gard for the peace of Europe, 
Britain has flitted back and forth 
between France and Germany. 
First she flirted with one, then the 
other, playing them off against 
each other. 

This was especially true during 
French dickering for an alliance 
with Russia. 

Prior to this, the British were 
hand-in-glove with the French. 
Stanley Baldwin, speaking in 
Parliament, said that a German 
air raid on France meant a raid 
on Britain. To prevent this pos¬ 
sibility France turned over special 
air bases on her own soil to the 
British. The old wartime alliance 
seemed virtually restored.

BRITISH COOLNESS 

THEN suddenly France started 
1 talking alliance with Russia. 
Immediately Britain cooled. 

There were two big reasons for 
this. First, Britain always has 
entertained an innate suspicion of 
Russia. (The Soviets are too close 
to India). Second, an alliance 
with Russia would make France 
too strong, would upset the bal¬ 
ance of power in Europe. 

So the British pretended to ap¬ 
pear a bit more friendly to the 
Nazis. This was hard sledding, in 
view of Hitler’s sudden announce¬ 
ment of rearmament. But Sir 
John Simon went through the mo¬ 
tions by going to Berlin just the 
same. 

And on at least one point his 
strategy worked. It stopped, for 
the time being, an effective 
Franco-Russlan alliance. A treaty 
between the two countries has 
been signed, but it is relatively 
innocuous. 

Reason for pulling the punch of 
the treaty was the British warn¬ 
ing to the French that they might 
wake up to find the British fight¬ 
ing on the German side. London 
pointed out that under the Locarno 
Treaty Britain agreed to come to 
the defense of Germany if she wcs 
wantonly attacked. 

Furthermore, the British told 
the French that the Russians were 
getting hot under the collar and 
ready to provoke a preventive war 
with Germany before the Germans 
had a chance to carry out Hitler’s 
rearmament plans. 

Whether this was true or not, 
the French listened, to the extent 
of signing only a milk-and-water 
treaty with Moscow,

Orange county beet growers to¬ 
day had received more than $40,« 
000 in 1934 advance payments un¬ 
der the AAA adjustment program. 
More checks will soon arrive and 
final payments are due in July. 

Money from this source circu¬ 
lates almost exclusively within the 
county, qualified observers say. 

Payments started March 9 and 
have flowed continuously since, 
516,970 having come within the 
past three weeks. About 1,000 
checks have brought $108,644 to 
the Santa Ana factory district 
composed of Southern California 
counties. 

Benefits are paid on the differ¬ 
ence between what beet growers 
receive for their produce and what 
they pay for commodities. The¬ 
oretically, beets should bring a 
certain price compared to what 
other goods bring. This figure will 
be determined by July prices, and 
benefits reckoned on the differ¬ 
ence between that figur at what 
growers actually receive. 

These advance payments have 
amounted to one dollar for every 
estimated ton each has grown 
yearly since 1930.

exchange, commenting on the mar¬ 
ket as a whole, says: 

"The navel orange market Is 
much lower this week, although 
the demand continues good for 
satisfactory fruit. Volume of sales 
will slightly exceed last week. 

‘‘Florida supplies are decreasing 
slightly, but that state still esti¬ 
mates 2200 cars of oranges and 
2500 cars of grapefruit to go at 
the start of this week, and Florida 
shippers expect to be moving fruit 
until the first week of June. 

"With the movement about com¬ 
pleted, California will sell close to 
40,000 cars of navels as compared 
with 22,800 last year and 41 per 
cent above the past five-year aver¬ 
age. There is a higher f.o.b. re¬ 
turn average also. 

"Exchange sales of navels to 
date are 6000 cars, or 44 per cent, 
ahead of the same date last year. 

“It Is estimated that 15 per cent 
of this week’s prorate will be sold 
as loose fruit In western markets.” 

The distribution committee of 
the Califomia-Arizona citrus mar¬ 
keting agreement has set the com¬ 
ing weeks’ prorate at 1400 cars of 
oranges and allocated them as fol¬ 
lows: 

150 cars of Southern California 
navels; 575 cars of Southern Cali¬ 
fornia valenclas 675 cars of cen¬ 
tral California Valencias; 140 cars 
of desert area grapefruit and 30 
cars of central California grape¬ 
fruit. 


LOS ANGELES, Saturday, May 
4 (^>)—Declining sharply for _ the 
second week, California oranges 
sold in the eastern auction centers 
during the past week lost 46 to 
an average price per box of $2.75. 
There were 99 cars more of or¬ 
anges sold during the past week 
in the auction centers than in the 
previous week. 

Lemons followed the general 
lead of oranges, but did not lose 
so heavily. The average price per 
box of California lemons sold in 
the auction points declined 20 
cents to a weekly average of $2.78. 
There were 3 cars more lemons 
sold at these points this week than 
last. 

The main thing good about the 
present citrus market is the way 
in which the early valenclas are 
being received. Prices are for the

Personal 
and skin resistance vary greatly in 
different persons and in the same 
person at different times.

If the 
skin is moist or the clothing damp 
from sweating or rain, and the 
ground is wet, the shock is much 
more severe.

A slowly break¬ 
ing current causes more shock or¬ 
dinarily than does a rapid one. 

The direct current flows only in 
one direction and does not cause 
so great a shock. The ordinary 
house current, which usually car¬ 
ries 110-15 volts, if making only a 
few cycles, 15-60, may prove fatal 
to a person if he happens at the

A person standing in water or 
in a bathtub of water may be 
killed by a current that ordinarily 
would he scarcely felt. The dura¬ 
tion of contact also has much to 
do with the degree of shock. Pro¬ 
longed contact with a low power 
is often severe. We are more like¬ 
ly to suffer prolonged contact with 
low voltage than with high. 

The high voltage frerr "ntly 
throws the person clear of the 
contacting wire. A person work¬ 
ing with electric current should 
stand on a dry surface and have 
his hands and clothing dry. 

That is the reason that instruc¬ 
tions for releasing a person from a 
live electric wire say this: Stand 
on a dry board or paper. If you
